Not that 
ven its staunchest supporters 
thought it would sucteed, but 
here was always that possibility. 

Before the season ‘started, 
oach Dick (Tank) Johnson of 
Wakefield was quoted as saying 
he realized the big step the team 
was taking from Group II to 
Group I; that they would be in 
faster company, but that he sin- 
cerely believed they would do 
all right and a few teams would 
be surprised. 


Hill Comes Into Own 


Two of them have been sur- 
prised, First it was George 
Washington, three weeks ago, 
hat was hard pressed to get a 
14-6 victory after trailing 6-0 at 
he half. Yesterday it was W-L. 

One of the problems besetting 
Johnson and his aides before 
he season was finding a suit- 
able quarterback, a problem that 
had been unsolved in the two 
previous years. They settled on 
Nolan Hill, 6-foot-1 175-pound 
senior. Against W- L he came 
into his own.

tions led to the Generals’ only 
touchdown, shortly after the 
first period got under way. Half- 
back Kirk Woolley grabbed it on 
the Wakefield 28. It ‘took but 
three plays for Co-Captain Dave 
Leffler to carry over from 6 yards 
out. Wayne Ballard converted. 
It was Loffier’s eighth touchdown 
of the season and gave him the 
lead for his team. 
Watriors Bounce Back 


The Warriors bounced back in 
the next period, following a W-L 
punt. Starting from its own 33, 
Wakefield scored six plays later 
on a Hill to End Frank Stevens 
pass from the 5. A bad pass from 
center prevented a conversion 
attempt and Wakefield trailed at 
the half, 7-6. 


After a scoreless third quarter, 
Wakefield hit for two quick 
touchdowns in the late minutes 
of the fourth period. — 

The turning point of the game 
came just after the period/start- 

ed, A high pass from center pre- 
vented Wakefield’s Don Gardiner 
from punting on fourth down. 
He covered the ball on his own 20. 
and W-L took over. : 

In two tries, the Gerierals got 
within inches of a first down. 
Then Wakefield, with a 9-man 
line stacked for the inevitable 
push at the middle, repulsed first 
Dennis Damon and then Gene 
Sherman in a terriffic defensive 
stand to gain the ball on downs. 

The Warriors, unable to gain, 
punted. Bob Short fumbled for 
W-L and Whitey Edwards re- 
covered for Wakefield on his own 
40. From there the Warriors 
marched 60 yards for the score, 
Gardiner plunging over from the 
1 with 3:05 remaining in the 
game. 

Gardiner converted to give him 
la total of 66 points for the sea- 
son, high on his team...

The Generals,unable to pen- ~ 
etrate. Wakefield’s defense fol- 
lowing the kickoff, surrendered 
the ball on their own 15 and 
three plays later, with 25 sec- 
onds left to play, Edwards 
crashed over from the Bs Gar-> 
diner’s missed conversion at= 
tempt at that stage was anti- 
climactic. 

As Johnson and his staff said 
after the game, it was a team 
victory, but the signal calling of 
Hill and the line play, particu- . 
arly Guard Al Baldwin, stood 
out. 

The victory gave Wakefield an 
8-1 season record with one game 
remaining, against Loudoun 
County next Saturday.  W-L,
